See also 
page 5, lines 14-25. The inventive damper (68, see Fig. 3 and application page 5, lines 14-25) 
and (330, see Fig. 10 and application page 13, lines 16-20) is used to damp engine 
(crankshaft) torsional vibrations which may otherwise damage the one-way clutch.

1. The Examiner argues that the specification does not provide an antecedent basis for 'the one 
way clutch unit comprising a damper" as in claim 9.
